MARCH QUARTER, 1951. 


MARRIAGES. 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 3527, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4.4 per 1,000 of the estimated population; this rate is 0.2 below that for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1950. 

Of the total marriages, 3171, (or 4.5 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church. The remainder (156) is equivalent to 3.6 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 

BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 15,669, of which 8,'00 
were those of males and 7,569 those of females. 

The number represents a rate of 20.9 per 1,000 of the estimated population, which is 0.3 
below that for the first quarter of 1950. 

The total includes 415 illegitimate births, equivalent to 2.5 per cent of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 16,600, of this number 8,628 
were those of males and 7972 those of females. Thus the number of deaths exceeded the number 
of births. 

The equivalent annual rate was 22.1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 7.1 above 
the rate for the first quarter of the preceding year. 


The increase in the number of deaths compared with the March quarter of 1950 occurred 
chiefly at the old ages. While in the corre ponding quarter of last year there were 6,727 deaths 
of persons aged 65 years and upwards, in the March quarter of 1951 the number was 11,270. 
There was a large increase in the number of deaths due to diseases of the respirator,’ system and 
also in the number due to causes (including heart disease, etc.) not shown in the quarterly reports. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 620 including 524 from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system and 96 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the first quarter 
of 1950 were 709, 578 and 131 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the first 
quarter of 1951 was 0.8 per 1,000 of the estimated population, that for tuberculosis of the respira- 
tory system being 0.7 and all other forms 0.1. The corresponding rates for the first quarter of 
the preceding year were 0.9, 0.8 and 0.1. 


Other Infective Diseases.—The deaths classified under this heading include 1 from typhoid 
fever, 2 from scarlet fever, 6 from diphtheria, 35 from whooping cough, 5from acute poliomyelitis, 
7 from acute infectious encephalitis and 5 from measles. Comparative figures for these diseases, 
so far as possible, are given in Table II. 


Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 1059, being equivalent to a rate 
of 1.4 per 1,000 of the estimated population : in the corresponding quarter of 1950 the number 
was 972 and the rate 1.3. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 1934 compared with 111 in the corres- 
ponding quarter 1950. 


Other Respiratory Diseases.—_Deaths from pneumonia numbered 773 and deaths from the 
remaining respiratory diseases amounted to 708. Corresponding figures in the March quarter of 
1950 were 481 and 494, respectively. 


Puerperal Causes.—The death rate from these causes was 0.9 per 1,000 births registered, as 
compared with 1.2 for the first quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births registered) 
was 59, which is the same as that for the March quarter of 1950. 


Population.—The population at the €th April, 1951, was 2,958,878 (1,506,508 males and 
1,452,370 females) according to the preliminary resu ts of the Census of Population, 1951. 
These figures are provisional.

The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 3854, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 5.2 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0.2 above that for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1950. 

Of the total marriages, 3621, (or 5.2 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church. The remainder (233) is equivalent to 5.5 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 16,908, of which 8,711 
were those of malés and 8,197 those of females. 

The number represents a rate of 22.5 per 1,000 of the estimated population, which is the same 
as that for the second quarter of 1950. 

The total includes 485 illegitimate births, equivalent to 2.9 per cent of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 10,220; of this number, 5,431 
were those of males and 4,789 those of females. 

The equivalent annual rate was 13.6 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0.7 above 
the rate for the second quarter of the preceding year. 

The increase in the number of deaths compared with the June quarter of 1950 is mainly 
accounted for by an increase in the number of deaths of persons aged 65 years and over, from 
5,697 in 1950 to 6,177 im 1951. 

Tuberculosis.— Deaths from this disease numbered 610 including 471 from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system and 139 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the second quarter 
of 1950 were 648, 501 and 147 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the second 
quarter of 1951 was 0.8 per 1,000 of the estimated population, that for tuberculosis of the respira- 
tory system being 0.6 and all other forms 0.2. The corresponding rates for the second quarter of 
the preceding year were 0.9, 0.7 and 0.2. 

Other Infective Diseases.—The deaths classified under this heading include | from diphtheria, 
33 from whooping cough, 3 from acute poliomyelitis and 8 from measles. Comparative figures 
for these diseases, so far as possible, are given in Table II. 

Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 918, being equivalent to a rate 


of 1.2 per 1,000 of the estimated population : in the corresponding quarter of 1950 the number 
was 927 and the rate 1.2. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 272 compared with 130 in the corres- 
ponding quarter 1950. 

Other Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from pneumonia numbered 432 and deaths from the 
remaining respiratory diseases amounted to 310. Corresponding figures in the June quarter of 
1950 were 370 and 439, respectively. 

Maternal Mortality.—The death rate from diseases and complications of pregnancy, child- 
birth and the puerperium was 1.7 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 1.1 for the second 
quarter of last year. 

Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births regis- 
tered) was 46 compared with 44 for the June quarter of 1950. 

Population.—The population at the Sth April, 1951, was 2,958,878 (1,506,508 males and 
1,452,370 females) according to the preliminary results of the Census of Population, 1951. 
These flgures are provisional.

DECEMBER QUARTER, 1951. 


MARRIAGES. 


The number of marriages returned during the quarter was 3197, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 4.3 per 1,000 of the population; this rate is 0.2 below that for the corresponding 
quarter of 1950. 

Of the total marriages, 3064, (or 4.4 per 1,000 of the number of Catholics in the 
population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church. The remainder (133) is equivalent to 3.2 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 13,806, of which 7,110 
were those of males and 6,696 those of females. 

The number represents a rate of 18.7 per 1,000 of the population, being 0.6 below that for the 
fourth quarter of 1950. 


The total includes 311 illegitimate births, equivalent to 2.3 per cent of the total births 
recorded. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 7,939, of this number, 4,313 were 
those of males and 3,626 those of females. 


The equivalent annual rate was 10.7 per 1,000 of the population, being 1.5 below the rate for 
the fourth quarter of the preceding year. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease numbered 422, including 339 from tuberculosis of 
the respiratory system and 83 from other forms of tuberculosis. The figures for the fourth quarter 
of 1950 were 491, 400 and 91 respectively. The rate for all forms of this disease for the fourth 
quarter of 1951 was 0.6 per 1,000 of the population, that for tuberculosis of the respiratory system 
being 0.5 and all other forms 0.1. The corresponding rates for the fourth quarter of the preceding 
year were the same. 


Other Infective Diseases.—The deaths classified under this heading include 1 from diphtheria, 
11 from whooping cough, 4 from acute poliomyelitis and 4 from measles. Comparative figures 
or these diseases, so far as possible, are given in Table IT. 


Malignant Neoplasms.—Deaths under this heading numbered 1,077 being equivalent to a rate 
of 1.5 per 1,000 of the population : in the corresponding quarter of 1950 the number was 1,022 
and the rate 1.4. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 33 compared with 36 in the corres- - 
ponding quarter 1950. 


Other Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from pneumonia numbered 264 and deaths from the 
remaining respiratory diseases amounted to 235. Corresponding figures in the December quarter of 
1950 were 283 and 279 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality..-The death rate from diseases and complications of pregnancy, child- 
birth and the puerperium was 1.1 per 1,000 births registered, as compared with 0.9 for the fourth 
quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births registered) 
was 41 which is the same as that for the corresponding quarter of 1950. 


Population.—The population at the 9th April, 1951, was 2,958,878 (1,506,508 males and 
1,452,370 females) according to the preliminary results of the Census of Population, 1951, These 
figures are provisional,

MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages returned during the year was 15,860, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 5.4 per 1,000 of the population ; this rate is the same as that for the year 1950, 

Of the total marriages, 15,029 (or 5.4 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 
Church. The remainder (831) is equivalent to 4.9 per 1,000 of the population other than 
Catholic. 


BIRTHS 


The number of births registered during the year was 62,587, compared with a provisional 
figure of 63,263 for 1950. The number of males was 32,251 and the number of females was 30,336, 
the proportion being 1,063 males to 1,000 females. The downward trend in the number of births, 
which was first evident in 1948, has continued each year and the number in 1951 is the lowest 
for any year since 1941. 


The number of births was equivalent to a rate of 21.2 per 1,000 population. 


There were 1,593 illegitimate births in 1951, equivalent to 2.5 per cent of all births. 
The corresponding figure in 1950 was 1,557 illegitimate births or 2.5 per cent of the total 
births. 


DEATHS 


The number of deaths registered in 1951 was 42,412, which is 4,557 more than in the preceding 
year. The number of deaths of males was 22,525 and the number of female deaths was 19,887. 
The number of deaths was larger than that of any year since 1947. 


The annual death rate in 1951 was 14.3 per 1,000 population, being 1.6 above the rate of 
the preceding year. 


The increases in the number of deaths and in the death rate in 1951, were mainly due to 
an increase in the number of deaths at ages of 65 years or over. There was an increase from 
22,451 deaths in 1950 to 26,660 in 1951 in this age group, which accounted for 4,209 of the total 
increase of 4,577 at all ages. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from this disease in 1951 numbered 2,107, (1,669 from tuberculosis 
of the respiratory system and 438 from all other forms of tuberculosis). The figures for the year 
1950 were 2,353, 1,860 and 493 respectively. The death rate for all forms of tuberculosis in 1951 
was (0.7 per 1,000 population. Table II shows that there has been a marked downward trend in 
the number of deaths from tuberculosis since 1947. 


Other Infective Diseases.—The deaths from infective diseases include one death from typhoid 
fever, 6 from scarlet fever, 8 from diphtheria, 106 from whooping cough, 13 from acute poliomyeli- 
tis, 11 from acute infectious encephalitis, 22 from measles. There were 98 deaths from other 
infective and parasitic diseases. 

The large reduction since 1947 in the number of deaths from typhoid fever and from diph- 
theria will be observed from Table II. 


Gastro-enteritis.—The number of deaths from gastro-enteritis for children under 2 years 
of age was 176, compared with 256 in 1950. There has been a considerable decline in the number 
of deaths from this cause since 1946 when the number was 935. 


Malignant Neoplasms.—The deaths from malignant disease in 1951 numbered 4,054, com- 
pared with 3,903 in 1950. The rate in 1951 was 1.4 per 1,000 population and in 1950 the rate 
was 1.3. In comparing these figures with those for earlier years it should be remembered that 
definitive figures for this disease are somewhat larger than the provisional figures. 


Influenza : The year 1951 was most notable for the influenza epidemic which occurred during 
the first quarter. The number of deaths for the whole year was 2,298 compared with 307 in 
1950. The death rate in 1951 was 0.8 per 1,000 population. The death rate was the highest rate 
recorded since 1937. 

Other Respiratory Diseases: In 1951 there were 1,691 deaths from pneumonia and 1,466 
deaths from other diseases of the respiratory system. The corresponding figures in 1950 were 
1,350 deaths from pneumonia and 1,464 deaths from other respiratory diseases. 


Maternal Mortailty..-There were 74 deaths from diseases and complications of pregnancy, 
childbirth and the puerperium. The death rate was 1.2 per 1,000 births compared with 1.1 in 
1950. 


Infant Mortality : The number of deaths of infants under | year was 2,840 and the rate per 
1,000 live births was 45 being the same as that for 1950. This is the lowest recorded rate for any 
year. The infant mortality rate in Connacht in 1951 was 33 per 1,000 live births which was 
markedly lower than the rates in the other provinces. The infant mortality rates in different 
areas must, however, be accepted with reserve because the births are assigned to counties by 
an approximate method,
